Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-18, 20-36, and 38-43 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest, in conjunction 
with other limitations in the claims, a method for selecting a payment provider to pay for 
communication services comprising a calling electronic device communicating 
alternative payment provider data to a network via a communications link, the network 
contacting a plurality of alternative payment providers in order to find one that will 
accept responsibility for paying for the communication services, and wherein the 
network examines costs charged by the alternative payment providers and determines 
the most cost efficient payment provider. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
